In a Revival Campaign with the Editor

Thursday morning, May 17, Dr. John R. Rice, Mrs. Rice 
and I left Wheaton for the three days’ hard trip to Moncton, 
New Brunswick (north of Nova Scotia, about 60 miles west 
of Prince Edward Islands). Thursday night found us thirty 
miles east of Toronto, Canada. There we spent a few hours 
in a tourist cabin, then up Friday morning and on our way 


for the second day’s drive. 


The route planned for Friday 
teok us on up alongside the St. 
Lawrence’ River. Ninety-seven 
miles south of Montreal, we fer- 
ried over into Upper New York, 
crossed Lake Champlain into Ver- 
mont. How beautiful the scenery 
was in this New England State! 
‘The Green Mountains slowed -up 
our driving. At Montpelier we 
took pictures of the golden dome 
capitol building. Near night we 
erossed into New Hampshire, and 
entered the White Mountains. 
Here we saw snow-capped peaks, 
and more rugged scenery—along 
with myriads of white birch trees, 
the sweet-scented balsam trees, 
and the great Maple trees from 
which Vermont gets famous Maple 
syrup. We spent the second night 
at Rumford, Maine, high in the 
mountains. The next morning the 
windshield of the car was iced over, 
and our spring coats proved inade- 
quate for the mountains. After 
having breakfast in Skowhegan, 
Maine, the third morning, instead 
of going 45 miles south to a U.S. 
highway, we took a partly unpaved 
state highway to the New Bruns- 
wick border. We had our first car 
trouble on this stretch of bumpy, 
Winding, mountainous road—three 
flats in a thirty-mile stretch! At 
<‘alais we cleared customs in short 
order, after having our. delayed 
lunch around 4:00 Eastern day- 
light time. We drove on North- 
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east to Saint John, N. B., where 
Dr. Rice had a blessed campaign 
in February. After two brief 
stops there to see friends, we 
started on the last lap of the 
journey, arriving in Moncton, our 
destination, around 11:00 p. m. 
Saturday night. Here we were 
soon comfortably settled in an 
an apartment over a dairy—a 
lovely and spacious accommoda- 
tion for our office home set-up. 

Sunday, May 21, the campaign 
began. The morning services were 
held in the Highfield United Bap- 
tist Church, Rev. Arthur Pyke, 
minister. Several came forward at 
the invitation, including a Chinese 
man, as Dr. Rice preached on *“The 
Sevenfold Sin of Those Who Do 
Not Win Souls.” 

We rushed home for dinner, then 
back for the 3:00 p.m. service. Af- 
ter Dr. Rice’s message on “An 
Old-Fashioned, Fire-F rom-Héea- 
ven, Sin-Convicting, Home-Right- 
ing, Soul-Saving Revival—How to 
Have it!” many were: dealt with 
in the inquiry room by earnest 
personal workers. Sunday night 
the services were moved to the 
High School Auditorium § seating 
around 1600. The service Sunday 
night began at 8:15, giving the 
cooperating churches an opportuni- 
ty to attend the revival after brief 
services at each church.

saw the High School Auditorium 
filled. Through the hour-long ser- 
mon, people sat quietly and showed 
deep interest in the sermon. When 
Dr. Rice asked all the men who 
would vow to say, “As for me and 
my house, we will serve the Lord,” 
they stood by the hundreds to make 
that solemn vow many of them 
making it for the first time. Short- 
y their wives joined them by stand- 
ing, then the children. So far this 
service showed the greatest results 
of the five nights. At the invitation 
many were saved. (Careful records 
were kept in the inquiry room 


| where people were dealt with in- 


dividually, but I do not have those 
records available). Saturday night 
when we arrived at the auditorium 
at 6:45, we found it almost com- 
pletely filled, though the service 
did not begin until 7:45. By 7:00 
p.m. people were turned away for 
lack of seating space, after every 
available seat possible . was 
brought in to accommodate the 
crowd. At the invitation I believe 
over thirty came forward. 


This is written Wednesday of 
the second week.

The crowds are coming from all 
over the province, and from Prince 
Edward Island and Nova Scotia.

Many times Dr. Rice speaks 
four and five times daily. There 
have been two “all-night” prayer 
meetings, lasting until the early 
morning. There was one such last 
night. When we left at 1:00 this 
morning many were still in earn- 
est prayer for the revival. Dr. Rice 
was up and on the radio at 11:15, 
then a shop meeting at noon. At 
2:30 each day of the campaign he 
is speaking to large groups gather- 
ed at Highfield United Baptist 
Church.

God-has supplied a number of consecrated Japanese 
workers to assist me and I have sufficient funds to pay the 
expenses. of the travels but I do not have the funds to pur- 


chase tracts. I am making an appeal to you for tracts. I have. 


written to others and I hope and-pray that I shall receive at 


least a million tracts to distribute this summer. I don’t be-: 


lieve that even that number will be sufficient when the work 


really begins to progress. 


“I ‘have heard from many sourc- 
es the superiority of your tract on 
‘What Must I Do to Be Saved?’ 
I do not Know if you give tracts 
or ‘how arrangements are made to 
procure them, but I feel that I 
must write. and ask for your help 
in securing a number of these 
tracts. 


“I believe the Lord Veins is 
coming soon.

This morning’s paper 
has given a hint that religious 
freedom will be molested after the 
peace treaty is signed. The em- 
peror’s mother died and elaborate 
Shinto rites are being prepared 
for ‘her.

Many signs are indicat- 
ing that our day is ending. I want 
to reach as many of the unreach- 
ed as I possibly can this summer 
and as long as the Lord permits 
me to work. I will not ask for a 
number of tracts, but will promise 
that any amount given to me will 
be prayerfully given to these lost 
and dying people who are crying 
the cry of the jailer, ‘What must I 
do to be saved?’ 


“If you are’ unable to send 
tracts, could you please refer this 
need to others who might be in- 
terested and could help me? I am 
a faith missionary, working in co- 
operation with the Assemblies of 
God.”

paralleled in our spiritual lives. 
Wherever I go, young people have 
virtually the same problems, most 
of which revolve around two or 
three pivots. Christian young peo- 
ple often ask me, “How can I get 
the joy and thrill of Christian liv- 
ing that you have been talking 
about? I have not been living 
above the clouds: I have been liv- 
ing in the valleys. I am miserable 
in my Christian experience.” A 
young worldling said to me the 
other day, “You Christians seem 
to have a religion that makes you 
miserable. You are like a man with 
a headache. He does not want to 
get rid of his head, but it hurts 
him to keep it. You cannot ex- 
pect outsiders to seek anything so 
unfavorable!” 


Is that true in your life? Have 
you been living an up and down 
experience? I am convinced that 
it is possible for young people to 
have lives of inward rest and out- 
ward victory. It is your birthright. 
Many of you can remember the 
shout of triumph your soul gave 
when you first met Jesus Christ! 
How sure you were of victory 
then! How easy it seemed to be 
more than a conqueror through 
Him that loved you! Under the 
leadership of such a general you 
can never be foiled in battle, yet 
how different has been the ex- 
perience of many of you! Your vic- 
tories have been few and fleet- 
ing, your defeats many and dis- 
astrous. You have not lived as 
you think a Christian ought to 
live. Perhaps you have a good un- 
derstanding of doctrinal truths 
and you know a few Scripture 
verses and have made a study of 
the Bible; possibly you believe in 
Christ, you talk about Him and 
you know you are saved; but 
somehow there is something 
wrong. In the very depths of your 
heart and soul you realize that 
‘your experience is not a scriptural 
experience. Many of you have giv- 
en up in despair and have said, “It 
is impossible. All I can expect is 
an alternate life of victory and 
despair. I must always live in the 
valley! I can never enjoy the sun- 
shine of the sunny mountain 
slopes! It is impossible always to 


.

fly above the clouds.” Is that your 
experience? 

There are three words that I 
want to use which may touch up- 
on the secret of your failure. You 
will find them in the writings of 
Paul to young Timothy. 

They are: retreat; stand; ad- 
vance. First and Second Timothy 
are good books for any Christian 
young person to read and study. 
Timothy was a young man, very 
much like some of you. He faced 
the same temptations, the same 
trials, had the same burdens and 
the same problems that you have. 
He was a man of like passions. 
Timothy had been converted at an 
early age and answered the call 
to preach the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, which is the greatest chal- 
lenge and call that any young 
man can have. 

Now, there are a lot of people 
who think that to be a preacher 
all you have to do is to preach 
twice a week and conduct prayer 
meetinggy—about an hour and a 
half’s work per week. Many con- 
sider the ministry an easy and lazy 
profession and many have said, “If 
you cannot be anything else, be a 
preacher.” But a preacher who is 
true to the Word of God must not 
only preach the Word (II Tim. 
4:2) but must expose false teach- 
ing (I Tim. 1:3). A minister who is 
true to his calling must warn peo- 
ple against the danger of heresy 
and false doctrine. Many times he 
is tempted to soft-pedal because 
people may misunderstand and he 
may make enemies. That is why 
Paul said, “I am praying for you 
day and night, Timothy.” Your 
pastor needs prayer that God will 
give him courage to stand true. 
Timothy was called upon to “re- 
prove.” That was a hard thing for 
a young man to do! Paul told him 
to “rebuke.” That, too, is hard! 
First Timothy 5:19 tells us that 
Timothy was instructed to handle 
church discipline. All these prob- 
lems are faced by a minister of the 
Gospel. Your pastor or evangelist 
carries a thousand and one prob- 
lems and has hundreds of things 
to do that you never hear of. Yet 
Timothy was a young man and 


has recently become a full-time 
evangelist. He is a friend of the 
editor, and we are glad to an- 
nounce him for revival work. In 
the past three months, since giv- 
ing up his’ pastorate, Brother 
Swanson has seen nearly 600 pub- 
lic decisions, of which about 200 
were first-time professions of 
faith in Christ. He has preached 
in many churches to packed hous- 
es, and there has been a real 
spirit of revival. Brother Swanson 
will be working in Alaska during 
July, then will go to Japan for 
three months, then. around the 
world on a mission field survey 
trip. We pray God’s richest bless- 
ings upon the ministry of our 
brother, who has a tremendous 
burden for lost souls.

of Dr. Stuart Holden who was 
sitting one day in the lounge of his 
club as a number of people around 
him were discussing golf. One of 
them turned and said, “By the 
way, Holden, what is your handi- 
cap?” Without a moment’s pause 
Dr. Holden replied, ‘““Myself!’” How 
true that is! Self, the capital I, is 
the universal problem, the handi- 
cap of us all. We are told in the 
Word, “These six things does the 
Lord hate: yea, seven are an 
abomination unto. him: a proud 
look .. .” Notice! A proud look is 
the first thing that God hates. 
We are told that “pride goeth be- 
fore a fall.” We are told that “the 
pride of life is not of the Father, 
but is of the world.” 

The root of all sin is pride. Per- 
haps the greatest sin that has 
crept into the lives of Christians 
is the sin of pride. No young per- 
son can expect victory and inward 
rest until the capital I has been 
conquered. God commands us to 
‘humble ourselves.” We are never 
told to pray for humility! That is 
our job! If we are to live above 
the clouds, the sin of pride will 
have to be confessed and forsaken. 
It is deadlier than the poison of a 
rattlesnake. It stunts, stifles, 
weakens and destroys Christian 
victory. 

When I was a student at Whea- 
ton College a great revival swept 
our campus. Dr. Harold Warren 
was the human instrument, but 
it was the Holy Spirit who did the 
job. From ten o’clock in the morn- 
ing until eleven at night on two 
successive days, classes and meals 
were forgotten as students con- 
fessed their sins and God took 
over. The sin that was confessed 
most often publicly and privately 
was the sin of pride. Students, 
staff and faculty alike realized 
that this awful sin was ruining 
their individual victory with God. 
If that is your sin, confess it to- 
day and be rid of it. 


Strife is the next thing from 
which Paul urges young Timothy 
to flee. Do you get angry easily? 
Are you impatient? Are you irrit- 
able? Do little things vex and an- 
noy? Are there uprisings within? 
Do you lose your temper? Does 
wrath hold you at times in its 
grip? All of these things engen- 
der strife. God calls it sin! Many 
Christian homes where I am enter- 
tained are filled with strife. The 
father and the mother are con- 
tinually bickering and arguing. 
The children, instead of being well 
disciplined, argue with their par- 
ents. The sweet aroma of Chris- 


that such strife is sin. Let us 
confess and forsake it. 

Envy is the green-eyed monster 
that has wrecked so Many young 
Christians. It creeps in unexpect- 
edly and slays us before we know 
it. God says (Prov. 6:34), 
jealousy is the rage of a man: 
therefore he will not spare in the 
day of vengeance.” Some young 
people are jealous because others 
are more thandsome and more 
beautiful than they; jealous be- 
cause others can play the piano 
and they cannot; jealous because 
the pastor shakes hands more 
cordially with others than with 
them. These things can ruin your 
Christian experience and keep you 
in the valley of gloomy defeat. 
“But thou, O man of God, flee 
these things.” Avoid jealousy. 

Railing simply means old-fash- 
ioned gossiping, talking about your 
neighbors without foundation for 
what you have to say. It is sin. 
Scripture says, “Be swift to hear, 
slow to speak” (Jas. 1:19); “The 
tongue is a fire, a world of ini- 
quity . . . and it is set on fire of 
hell” (Jas. 3:6). Your tongue is 
one of the smallest members of 
your body, yet it is more power- 
ful and deadly than an atomic 
bomb. Let us pray more for our 
friends—and talk less! Every- 
where I go someone wants to.take 
me aside and tell me an evil story 
about some Christian worker. I 
hate it! I don’t want to hear it! 
Ninety per cent of the stories 
that go around about men of God 
are untrue. Let us confess our sin. 
Let us confess these filthy com- 
munications. They grieve the Holy 
Spirit. 

The searchlight of the Holy 
Spirit goes deeper than the tongue. 
It exposes even the thinking of our 
minds and hearts! Paul __ says, 
“Timothy, avoid thinking = evil 
about others!’ Think the best of 
everyone! If you follow this rule 
in your Christian experience you 
will find your life cleaner, hap- 
pier and more vibrant. Gossiping 
and evil surmising can become ha- 
bits that stunt our Christian 
growth and development. 


Paul mentions in the _ tenth 
verse of the sixth chapter of First 
Timothy “the love of money.” 
Many young Christians have been 
caught in this subtle trap of Satan. 
You say, “But I have no money 
to love.” I have talked with many 
people who did not make five dol- 
lars a week, but the love of money 
was keeping them from living vic- 
torious lives in Christ. Christ de- 
mands the prominent place! He de-

He 
hung his head and _ shamefully 
said, “Not very much.” I said,

You have been robbing God.” 
Young people, learn this: you can- 


and have power in your life. God 
says, “Bring ye all the tithes in- 
to the storehouse, that there may 
be meat in mine house, and prove 
me now herewith, said the Lord of 
if I. will not open you the 
windows of heaven and pour out 
a blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it’ (Mal. 
3:10). Has this been your trouble? 

Writing to Timothy on another 
occasion, Paul warns him to flee 
something else: ‘Flee also youth- 
ful lusts” (II Tim. 2:22). Young 
men and women, lust is a deadly 
thing. Every outward immoral sin 
begins with a_ thought. Guard 
your thoughts. Keep them clean. 
Keep them pure. Purpose in your 
heart that you .will not defile 
yourself. Don’t let your eyes look 
upon that which grieves the Holy 
Spirit. 

Dr. V. R. Edman, president of 
Wheaton College, said something 
in chapel one day which I shal! 
never forget: “The first look is 
not sin. It is the seccnd JooK!”’ 
You may be unable to help the 
first. look, but watch and guard 
that second look. ‘‘Flee youthful 
lusts.” ; 

In my imagination I can _ see 
Paul as he thinks upon all these 
temptations cf Satan to young 
Timothy. His fingers tremble as 
he writes. A tear courses down his 
cheek and blots the paper. A lump 
comes to his throat and he says, 
with all the passion of his heart, 


“O thou man of God, flee these 
things; and follow after right- 
eousness, godliness, faith, love, 


patience, meekness.” 


I heard some time ago of a 
young colored boy who was in the 
trenches of France. The order was 
given to attack, but as the bullets 
and the bombs began to explode 
and whizz around him, the boy 
became nervous and _ frightened. 
Throwing down his rifle, he began 
running toward the rear. The ‘cap- 
tain yelled, “Hey, Sambo, where 
are you retreating to?” Hardly 
slackening his pace, the colored 
boy yelled over his. shoulder, 
“Boss, Ise ain’t retreatin’: Ise 
jist advancin’ to de rear.’

made our way to Section D., seats 
21 and 22. Soon we were shout- 
ing, laughing, eating peanuts and 
having a good time. T. W. and I, 
being true Southerners, were loyal 
to Alabama’s Crimson Tide. By the 
end of the first quarter it was ap- 
parent that it was Alabama all 
the way. As the Tide neared the 
Southern California goal line, the 
cheering students of California 
broke out in this chant: ‘Hold 
that line! Hold that line!” As I 
watched that scene so filled with 
tenseness and excitement it seem- 
ed that I could see a_ spiritual 
drama being. enacted. I could see 
myself before “so great a cloud 
of witnesses” and being tempted 
by Satan, while the great witness- 
es of the past who had lived for 
and died in this same arena were 
shouting to me, “Hold the line. 


Don’t yield. Stand, and having 
done all, stand!” 
I am sure that many of you, 


when just about to yield or com- 
promise in your Christian lives, 
have heard the still, small voice of 
God saying, “Hold that line. Don’t 
yield to Satan’s subtle tempta- 
tions, ‘that ye may be able to 
stand against the wiles of the 
devil’” (Eph. 6:11). Again. God 
has said, ‘““‘Watch ye, stand fast in 
the faith, quit you like men, be 
strong” (I Cor. 16:13) or again, in 
Galatians 5:1, “Stand fast there- 
fore in the liberty wherewith 
Christ hath made us free.” 


You remember the three Hebrew 
children who refused to bow be- 
fore the king’s image. The king 
had made a great golden image 
and had ordered that every man 
fall down and worship at the 
sound of the musical instruments. 
The decree was: “And  whoso 
falleth not down and worshippeth, 
that he should be cast into the

The king immediately called them 
before him and said, in effect, 
“Fellows, perhaps you did not un- 
derstand my command, but I will 
give you another chance.

Some of us are like the fellow 
who had a house to rent.

What are you going to keep in 
that room?” “Oh, not very much,” 
he replied. “Just a couple of pet 
tigers”’ You may smile at this 
ridiculous story, but perhaps that 
is exactly what you have said to 
God. “Lord, You may have my 
heart, my soul and my body but 
there is one little room I want to 
keep myself. I have a couple of 
pets that I want to keep.” 


God will expect no less than 
all. We must confess with our 
mouths the Lord Jesus. He de- 
mands Lordship. Thus, when you 
are entirely yielded to Him, He 
fills you with His Spirit, and His 
powerful dynamo called the Holy 
Spirit will enable you to stand 
against every onslaught of Satan. 

Nhen thou goest out to battle 
against thine enemies, and seest 
horses, and chariots, and a people 
more than thou, be not afraid of 
them: for the Lord thy God is 
with thee, which brought thee up 
out of the Jand of Egypt” (Deut. 
20:1). 

It is not a battle with flesh and 
blood; it is a= spiritual battle 
against principalities, against pow- 
ers, against rulers of the darkness 
of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places.

When I was seven my father 
bought me my first bicycle. I had 
never ridden one. Patiently my 
family and friends tried to teach 
me the art of cycling. I soon found 
that there was one thing .that I 
must do if I was to stay on the 
bicycle: keep moving forward. If 
I ceased to go forward I would 
fall and hurt myself. So it is in 
the Christian life. Paul told Tim- 
othy not only to endure hardness 
as a good soldier but to “strive” 
for masteries. Peter said, “But 
grow in grace, and in the know- 
ledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ” (II Pet. 3:18). 

You can never live this glor- 
ious life on the highest plain un- 
less you are continually growing 
and moving forward. If you are 
not closer to Christ and more ma- 
ture spiritually today than at any 
time in your Christian experience, 
there is something wrong with 
your life. You should be closer to 
Him today, heart, soul and body, 
than at any time in your life. 
There should be a_— constant 
growth. 

John spoke of fathers, young 
men and little children (I John 
2:13). He was speaking of spirit- 
ually mature men—young. men 
who were growing but who had 
not reached spiritual maturity— 
and babes in Christ. There are 
degrees of spiritual] growth. You 
cannot grow in justification; there 
is no development in the standing 
of your relationship with God. 

You ask, “How can I grow? 
How can I advance? How can I 
move forward?” First: Bible read- 


ing: “Desire the sincere milk of 
the word, that ye may grow 
thereby” (I Pet. 2:2). Read it! 


Study it! Meditate on it! Mem-? 
orize it! Ninety per cent of. the | 


Christian’s difficulties and trou- 


ing and studying the Word. Do not 
be content to skim through a 
chapter merely to satisfy your 
conscience. Hide the Word of God 
in your heart. A little portion we!] 
masticated is of greater spiritual 
value to your soul than a lengthy 
portion scanned hurriedly. Do not 
be discouraged because you can- 
not understand it all. The great- 
est theologians have had to say, 
“The half has not been told.” 
However, the Holy Spirit witl 
make hard passages plain to you, 
and the Word will become a liv- 
ing reality in your heart. 

Dawson Trotman’s navigators 
have a splendid system of Scrip- 
ture memorization that has been 
a blessing to me. This system ad- 
vocates carrying index cards daily 
and memorizing the Word of God 
during odd moments. The Bible 
is food for your soul. Don’t neg- 
lect it! “Thy word have I hid in 
mine heart, that I might not sin 
against thee.” 


Prayer 


The enemy is attacking. We 
need to fortify our prayer lives. 
Prayer is the Christian’s greatest 
weapon. Young people, you can- 
not get along without it. You can 
never live the life above the 
clouds without being instant in 
prayer in season and out of sea- 
son. This doesn’t mean that the 
only time you can pray is when 
you are alone or hidden in a pri- 
vate closet. You have access to 
the throne room at any moment 
of the day. You are the child of 
a King. It is your royal privilege 
to talk with your Father. He is 
interested in every detail of your 
life. The little heartaches, bur- 
dens and troubles that nobody 
else knows about—in these He is 
keeniy interested. He has num- 
bered the hairs of your head. He 
wants to help you with even the 
most simple things that you would 
ordinarily not bother anyone 
about. God is interested. Let Him 
bear your burdens. Let Him soive 
your problems. Learn to pray vic- 
toriously. Such prayer is neces- 
sary for spiritual growth. 


Witnessing 

God’s purpose for you and me 
after we have been converted is 
that we be witnesses to His sav- 
ing grace and power. Are you a 
daily and constant witness? Are 
you one of God’s minutemen? Are 
you a commando for Christ? He 
expects you to witness at every 
given opportunity. ‘Whosoever 
therefore shall confess me before 
men,” Christ said, “him will IL 
confess also before my Father 
which is in heaven.” 

Acts 28:23 presents a thrilling 
scene. Paul, held in bonds at 
Rome, persuaded men concerning 
Jesus from morning to evening. 
Concerning each of us it should be 
said every day, “Behold, a sower 
went forth to sow.” 

_As Dr. Harry Rimmer indicates, 
very little originality is permitted 
a Western Union messager boy.

We are blowing a trumpet. In 
the din and noise of battle the 
sound of our little trumpet may 
seem to be lost, but we must Keep 
sounding the alarm to those who 
are in danger. 

We are kindling a fire in this 
cold old world full of hatred and 
selfishness. Our little blaze may 
seem to be unavailing, but we must 
keep our fire burning. 

We are striking with a ham- 
mer. The blows may seem only 
to jar our hands as we strike, but 
we are to keep on hammering. 

We are using a sword. The first 
or second thrust of our sword 
may be evaded and all of our ef- 
forts at striking deep into the 
enemy may seem hopeless, but we 
are to keep wielding our sword. 
It is the sword of the Spirit. 

We have bread for a ‘hungry 
world. The people may seem to be 
so busy feeding on other things 
that they will not accept the 
Bread of Life, but we must keep 
on giving it, offering it to the 
souls of men. 

We have water for famishing 
people. We must keep standing 
and crying out, “Ho, every one 
that thirsteth, come ye to the 
waters.” We must persevere. We 
must never give up. Keep using 
the Word. 

The seed will find some good 
soil and spring up and bear fruit, 
even thirty or sixty or an hun- 
dredfold. Somebody will hear the 
trumpet, even in the din and tu- 
mult, and will flee to the Refuge 
and be safe. The fire will kindle 
a sacred flame in some cold hearts 
and woo them to God. The ham- 
mer will break some hard hearts 
and make them contrite and yield- 
ed to God. The sword will pierce 
the armor of sin and cut away 
the self-satisfaction and the pride 
and open hearts to the Spirit of 
God. Some hungry men and wo- 
men will take the Bread of Life 
and some famishing ones will find 
the Water of Life at our hands. 

Let us as Christian young peo- 
ple declare the whole Word of 
God. 

Young people, are you retreat- 
ing where you should retreat? 
Are you. standing where you 
should stand? Are you advancing 
where you should advance? Only 
by doing these three things faith- 
fully can you climb above the 


gloomy, discouraging spiritual val- 
leys of this life into the glistening, 
thrilling experience of sun-bathed 
heights on mountain peaks. 

It was a cold, dreary, snowy 
night. The father was sitting in 
the lounge reading a newspaper; 
the son was absorbed in a novel. 
Seeing that the fire was about to 
go out, the father turned to the 
son and said, “Son, kindly go out 
into the woodshed and get a stick 
of wood and bring it in and put 
it on the fire.” There was no re- 
ply. Again he repeated his re- 
quest, and the son made no in- 
dication that he had heard. 


Being an Irishman, the father 
lost his temper and said angrily, 
“Son, if you don’t get that stick of 
wood and bring it in and put it 
on the fire, you can leave this 
house.”’ 

The son jumped to his feet, ang- 
rily threw down his book, stalked 
out and slammed the door. 

Two. weeks passed and the 
father had not received word from 
his son. Though he was broken- 
hearted, yet he was stern. He was 
teaching his son a lesson in obe- 
dience. 


It was another cold, dreary, 
snowy night. The father was try- 
ing to read the newspaper and 
occasionally a tear trickled down 
his cheek as he thought of his boy. 
The fire was about to go out 
again. He heard a knock at the 
door. Going to it, he saw his son, 
hungry, tired, cold and pleading. 
“Father, please forgive me! Let 
me come in! I’m sorry!” The 
father softened for a moment. 
Then he grew stern and, pointing 
to the woodshed, said, “Son, that 
same stick of wood is in the wood- 
shed. Get it, bring it in, put it 
on the fire, and you can come in.”

Lorp readers! He finds in them 
great joy. If someone who is dis- 
interested in the paper writes to 
have his subscription cancelled, 
Dr. Rice wants to decide on wheth- 
er or not it should be cancelled. 
He does not leave it to his office 
force to decide. To such people, 
usually he dictates a personal let- 
ter, trying to save the subscriber 
who perhaps has been peeved by 
an article that has stung him. He 
wants to decide what letter is the 
“prize” one, which will be printed 
in THE SWORD OF THE LoRD. He 
wants to see the daily report mail- 
ed him from Wheaton, telling how 
many subscriptions came in that 
particular day, how many books 
were ordered, how much was sent 
for Free Literature Fund, etc. 

In between preaching many 
times a day and reading the large 
bulk of daily mail, twelve pages 
of SworD copy must be decided 
upon each week. Who decides on 
what is to be used?

The father loved the child, in- 
dulged him, and let him do as he 
pleased. They sent him off to 
school and he was expelled.

Again they 
sent. him to another school—the 
third time, now mind you—and he 
was expelled. That night—that 
memorable night—the mother had 
gone to bed, and the father ‘sat 
by the fire with his face in his 
hands.

He said, “No, not now.” 

“What is the matter?” the

The next morning after break- 
fast he said to the boy, “Son, I 
want you to go for a walk with 
me.” The son saw something in 
his father’s eyes that he had never 
seen there before. There was a 
little grove out back of the house 
and the father walked out into the 
grove with his son following. The 
father very deliberately cut a 
large hickory switch, then turning 
to face his son, said, “Son, first of 
all I want to beg your forgiveness. 
I have not done my duty as a 
father. You have been’ expelled 
from three schools now, and it is 
all because I have never controlled 
you. You have the idea that you 
can’t be controlled. Now, as a 
father, a solemn obligation and 
duty, and a very painful one, start- 
ing today from this hour on, I’m 
going to control you and I’m go- 
ing to start right now with giv- 
ing you the hardest whipping and 
the only whipping you ‘have ever 
had. Pull off your coat!” 

The boy stood looking at his 
father, his eyes blazing, and said, 
“IT won’t do it.” 

The father said, ‘Son, I brougnt 
you out here this morning to cor- 
rect you and I’m going to correct 
you or one of us will stay right 
here in this. grove—dead.” For the 
first time the boy saw the flash 
of authority as the father said, 
“Pull off that coat!” 

The boy slowly pulled off his 
coat. The father gave him a very 
hard whipping. The father said, 
“Get down on your knees with 
me.” They got down on. their 
knees, and the father prayed, “‘God 
forgive me. I have neglected my 
boy. He is all but on the rocks. 
Forgive me. From this hour on 
I’ll do my duty as a father, in love, 
but with your help, O God, I’m 
going to control this boy.” 

When they got up from the 
prayer, the boy threw his arms 
around his father’s neck and stood 
there. for some time _ sobbing. 
Finally, he pushed back, looking 
into his father’s face, and said, 
“Dad, God being my helper, I'll 
never give you another minute’s 
worry from this day until I die.” 

Dr. George Stewart said that boy 
was converted, went into the 
church, became an elder, and is 
now an active and outstanding 
Christian layman. 

This modern age! This mushy 

age! This age in which we become 
so sentimental! If you spank a 
child today they will probably 
have you in the courts. I don't 
believe in abusing children and I 
hink a lot of people have been 
brought up in court and sent to 
the penitentiary that ought to 
have been sent to the penitentiary 
for abusing children. I’m not talk- 
ing about that, but about correct- 
ing children. 

Correcting children? Some say, 
“Let the courts do that.’ Well, 
they will do it! 

“Let the juvenile courts get 
them.” They will get them! 

“Let the penitentiary have 
them.” They will get some of 
them. 

“Let them go to the gallows.” 
Some of them are going to the 
gallows for some fearful crimes. 

It is my conviction, and it is the 
teaching of the Word of God, that

times better if these children had 
been corrected in the home—and 


|I mean corrected if it was neces- 


sary. I don’t think is is inherited 
goodness, but down the line in my 
home, my own children have been 
loyal to God and loyal to the love 
of their parents. My grandchild- 
ren, I believe I have ten now and 
four are grown, have never given 
their parents a second’s trouble. 
been corrected, of 
course, rigidly so; they have been 
taken care of, and they are a 
marvelous group of youngsters. 
I’m proud of every one of them. 
I think in homes where there is a 
voice of. authority, not brutal 
authority, the children will re- 
spond to that authority. 


God Commands Ministers Particu- 
larly to Control Children 


I had a lesson to read, and it 
is in the third chapter of I Tim- 
othy. I had marked the fourth 
verse but beginning with ‘the first 
verse the declaration of Paul is: 
“This is a true saying, If a man 
desire the office of a bishop, he 
desireth a good work. A_ bishop 
then must be blameless, the hus- 
band of one wife, vigilant, sober, 
of good behaviour, given to hos- 
pitality, apt to teach; Not given 
to wine, no striker, not greedy of 
filthy lucre; but patient, not a 
brawler, not covetous; One that 
ruleth well his own house, having 
his children in subjection with all 
gravity; (For if a man know not 
how to rule his own house, how 
shall he take care of the church 
of God?)” 


A lot of folk don’t believe in of- 
ficers and officials in the work 
of God, but I believe in the or- 
ganized church and I believe in 
the general run of officers if they 
measure up to what Paul here 
talks about. Paul says, ‘He desires 
a good work if he desires to be 
a bishop.” Then Paul said, “If a 
man know not how to rule his own 
house, how shall he take care of 
the church?” That’s what I say—if 
he can’t rule his own house, if he 
can’t control his own children, 
what business has he got tryinz 
to control those who are of tne 
household of faith! 


There are two illustrations that 
flash into mind here: The first 
one of Abraham. It was declared 
of our God concerning Abraham, 
“For I know him, that he will 
command his children and his 
household after him, and they 
shall keep the way of the Lord, 
to do justice and judgment” (Gen. 
18:19). “For I know him that the 
will command his children and his 
household after him.” And down 
across the centuries comes the 
example, the godly example, the 
beautiful life, the faith life of that 
marvelous man Abraham. 


But in contrast, do -you remem- 
ber Eli? He was the first of the 
priests, 
too, the position of judge. The 
story of his home is a tragic one 
when God pronounced judgment 
upon that home with the destruc- 
tion and death of those sons. In 
the thirteenth verse of the third 
chapter of I Samuel: “For I have 
told him that I will judge his 
house for ever for the iniquity 
which he knoweth; because his 
sons made themselves vile, and he 
restrained them not.”. His sons 
made themselves vile and Eli, 
their father, did not restrain them! 


Godly Parents Can Control 
Children 


I don’t think there is so much 
of a problem in restraining young- 


I believe; that occupied, 
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sters if we love them and have 
God in our hearts. I go back to 
the declaration that there will be 
no happy homes where there is 
not a voice of authority and 
where there is not a head to the 
household. I mean, as the head 
to the household, a-man who fears 
God, who sets a right example be- 
fore his family, and who com- 
mands his children that they too 
walk in fear before God. We talk- 
ed about the enemies of the 
American home, and now I’m taik- 
ing about some of the construc- 
tive agencies and in contrast, of 
course, the lack of control in the 


home, lack of supervision, and 
lack of ‘discipline. 
With children living as_ they 


choose and running the streets 
all hours of_‘the night, there is 
nothing ahead but serious tragedy. 
Those in a position to know tell us 
that again and again the children 
are on the streets because the 
parents are on the streets. The 
children are out without restraint 
because the parents are running 
the streets and are in places 
where parents should never go. I 
mentioned the fact before that 
standing in the front yard of the 
property where we are building

the studios of KGER across the 
street on this Sunday afternoon, I 
saw a woman drive up a beauti- 
ful car, go into a place where they 
sold liquor, come out .with a pack- 
age. A beautiful little girl follow- 
ed her in and followed her out, 
and they climbed into the car and 
drove away. To me, the tragedy 
of the American home today is, 
there is too much in the American 
home to contaminate our young 
people and to destroy the charac- 
ters of our youth. We need to have 
God send a mighty revival to 
America to sweep this nation that 
would place our homes on the 
right side of every moral issue 
that we might again produce in 


these home young people of 
character to keep our America 
great. 


I was invited to a certain home 
to dine where the wife was quite 
ill. When I got ready to leave, the 
husband said his wife had asked 
if I would come into the bedroom 
and have prayer. I said, “Certain- 
ly’; so we went into the bedroom. 
In this home there was a little 
boy (I won’t say bullet-headed 
youngster!), a little shaver that 
looked like he was a pretty hard 
youngster to keep the lasso on, 
and one of the fellows, you know, 
who today carry their guns. When 
I had read from the Bible, we all 
got down on our knees to pray. 
I knelt down by the chair in which 
I had been sitting. The father tried 
to hold the boy, but the boy buck- 
ed and yanked and made so much 
racket that he thought the best 
thing to do was to turn the boy 
loose, which he did. The boy came 
directly back of my chair where he 
could see my face and stood there 
looking down at me while I was 
praying. After I left that home, 
the wife sent me word, “I want 
you to know, John Brown, some- 
thing of the pitiful condition of 
our home. You know after you 
left, that boy turned to me and 
said, ‘Mamma, what did that man 
mean getting down on his knees 
he talking to that chair?’ Now 


there was no prayer in the home. 
When you find youngsters that are 
ignorant of the things of God 
watch out! 

I tell this story to close—a 
story of a certain widely-known 
family in the West who had only 
one child. They lived in.a big 
beautiful mansion. The child, a 
boy, had gone on the rocks, and 
the father, desperate at last, call- 
ed one of the leading preachers of 
his city and said, “Maybe if you 
would talk to my boy, the very 
fact of your position, maybe you 


could appeal to him.” 


The preacher agreed, and the 
boy was sent to him. In his study 
he sat talking to the boy and from 
the beginning was rather impres- 
sed with the boy. The father had 
told him that the boy ran the 
streets night and went to the 
wrong places on the streets. Fin- 
ally the preacher said to that boy, 
“Tell me, with a great, beautiful 
home like you’ve got—and it is 
a beautiful home—why do you 
prefer the streets?” 

“Home? I haven’t got a home,” 
the boy answered.

First, better revivals come from 
stronger preaching against sin. 
The results are more definite, 
there is a greater transformation 
in the lives and homes of Chris- 
tians, and the converts make bet- 
ter type Christians. Second, if the 
preacher be filled with the Holy 
Spirit and speak with fervor and 
power, joy and tears, he can 
preach long enough to get a bet- 
ter job done. I usually preached 
for an hour in the evening. God 
helped me to pack the sermons 
with Scripture, yet the people 
came night after night and stood 
patiently for long invitations. I 
know the reason for that was the 
blessed presence of God who grip- 
ped the hearts of people so steadi- 
ly that we were able to take time 
to preach enough of the Word of 
God to get profound results. 
Third, again I am impressed that 
the way to reach the multitudes 
is in a large neutral meeting 
place, with as many Bible-believ-

There stood the Prince, surround- 
ed by those who had under their 
wings the velocity of millions of 
miles in a second, rich in love, 
rich in adoration, rich in power, 
rich in worship, rich in holiness, 
rich as God, 


A Fallen World 


But one day there was a big 
disaster in a department of God’s 
universe. A race fallen! A world 
in ruins! Our planet the scene of 
catastrophe. A globe swinging out 
into darkness, with mountains, and 
seas, and islands, an awful 
centrifugal of sin seeming to over- 
power the beautiful centripetal of 
righteousness, and from it a groan 
reached Heaven. Such a sound had 
never been heard there. Plenty of 
sweet sounds, but never an outcry 
of distress, or an echo of agony. 
At that one groan the Prince rose 
from all the blissful circumjac- 
ence, and started for the outer 
gate, and descended into the night 
of this world. Out of what a 
bright harbor into what rough 
sea! 


‘Stay with us,’ cried angel 


after angel, and potentate after 
potentate. 

“No,” said the Prince; ‘‘I cannot 
stay; I must be off for that wreck 
of a world. I must stop that groan. 
I must hush that distress. I must 
fathom that woe. I must redeem 
those nations. Farewell, thrones 
and temples, companions cherubic, 
seraphic, archangelic! Excuse this 
absence, for I will come back 
again carrying on My shoulder a 
ransomed world. Till this is done 
I choose earthly scoff to heavenly 
acclamation, and a cattle-pen to 
a king’s palace, frigid zone of 
earth to atmosphere of celestial 
radiance. I have no time to lose, 
for hark ye to the groan that 
grows mightier while I wait. Fare- 
well! Farewell! 


Christ’s Arrival on Earth 


Was there ever a contrast so 
overpowering as that between the 
noonday of Christ’s celestial de- 
parture and the midnight of His 
earthly arrival? Sure enough, the 
angels were out that night in the 
sky, and especial meteors acted 
as escort, but all that was from 
other worlds and not fromthis 
world. The earth made no demon- 
stration of welcome. If one of the 
great princes of this world steps 
out at a depot cheers resound, and 
the bands play, and the flags wave. 
But for the arrival of this mission- 
ary Prince of the skies not a 
torch flared, not a trumpet blew, 
not a plume fluttered. All the 
music and the pomp were overhead. 
Our world opened for Him nothing 
better than a barn door. 

The Rajah of Cashmere sent to 
Victoria a bedstead of carved gold 
and a canopy that cost $750,000, 
but the world had for the Prince 


of Heaven and earth only a litter 
of straw. The Crown jewels in’the 
Tower of London amount to $15,- 
000,000, but this member of eter- 
nal royalty had nowhere to lay 
His head. 

To know how poor He was, ask 
the camel drivers, ask the shep- 
herds, ask Mary, ask the three 
wise men of the East who after- 
ward came there, young Casper, 
middleaged Balthaser and old Mel- 
chior. 


To know how poor He was, 
examine all the records of real 
estate in all that Oriental country 
and see what vineyard, or what 
house, or what field He owned. 
Not one. Of what mortgage was 
He the mortgagee? Of what 
tenement was He the landlord? 
Of what lease was He the lessee? 
Who ever paid him rent? Not 
owning the boat on which He sail- 
ed, or the beast on which He rode, 
or the pillow on which He slept. 
He had so little estate that in or- 
der to pay His tax He had to per- 
fonm a miracle, putting the a- 
mount of the assessment in a 
fish’s mouth and having it hauled 
ashore. And after His death the 
world rushed in to take an in- 
ventory of His goods, and the 
entire aggregate was the garments 
He had worn, sleeping in them by 
night and travelling in them by 
day, bearing on them the dust of 
the highway and the saturation of 
the sea. Paul did not go far from 
hitting the mark when: He said of 
the missionary Prince: “For your 
sakes He became poor!” 


A Chilling Reception 


The world could have treated 
Him better if it had chosen. It 
had all the means for making His 


earthly condition comfortable. 
Only a few years before, when 
Pompey, the General, returned in 
triumph, he was greeted with 
arches and a costly column which 
celebrated the 12,000,000 people 
whom he killed or conquered, and 
he was allowed to wear his tri- 
umphal robe in the senate. The 
world had applause for imperial 
butchers, but buffeting for the 
Prince of Peace; plenty of golden 
chalices for the favored to drink 
out of, but our Prince must put 
His lips to the bucket of the well 
by the roadside after he had beg- 
ged for a drink. 


Poor? Born in another man’s 
barn and eating at another man’s 
table, and cruising the lake in 
another man’s fishing-smack, and 
buried in another man’s mauso- 
leum. Our inspired authors wrote 
His biography, and innumerable 
lives of Christ have been published, 
but He composed His autobio- 
graphy in the most compressed 
way. He said: “I have trodden the 
‘wine press alone,” 


Poor in the estimation of nearly 
all the prosperous classes. They 
called Him Sabbath-breaker, wine- 
bibber, traitor, blasphemer, and 
ransacked the dictionary of op- 
probrium from lid to lid to express 
their detestation. I can think now 
of only two well-to-do men who 
espoused His cause, Nicodemus 
and Joseph, of Arimathea. 


His friends for the most part 
were people who, in that climate 
where ophthalmia or inflammation 
of the eyeball sweeps ever and 
anon as a scourge, had become 
blind, sick people who were 
anxious to get well, and trqubled
